7,000,000 Ibs. of Butter

to Britain and other countries 
over 4,000,000 Iba, of butter, 
which was a little leas than one- 
fifth of the total production of 
creamery butter.. During the 
present season it is anticipated 
that the surplus for export will 
increase to 7,000,000 Ibs, which 
would be seven times what the 
exportable surplus was four 
years ago.

The inerease in 
exportable surplus isin a great 
degree due to the improve- 
ment in guality under the offic- 
ial cream grading system in- 
augurated by the provincial 
government in co.operatiou 
with tbe creamery operators 
three years ago. The anticipa- 
tion is that the total produution 
vf creamery butter will this 
year reach 25,000,000.

rate in Saskatchewan during 1924 was 
the second highest, with the 7 per 
thousand death rate the lowest in the 
Dominion, 


There is, naturally, the other side | 


of the picture. If we care to look, 
wo will see a total of 1,500 patients in 
two great mental hospitals; and 80 


infirm folk in a provincial home; and | 


54 boys in a detention institution; and 
47 Saskatchewan pupils in a deaf and 
dumb institute; and 19 little pupils 
who never saw these prairie skies; 
and, alas, 2,250 neglected and depend- 
ent children under provincial care. 
Saskatchewan is not {immune from the 
tragedies and sorrows arising out of 
human frailty. 

As a province, Saskatchewan 1s In- 
deed a debiitante, having been estab- 
lished as a separate political entity in 
September, 1905. Yet, back of that 
inaugural ceremony, there lies a rich 
substrata of tradition—the vital story 
of the pioneers. In the years 1890, 
1880, 1870, with their Red River carts 
and tents, bear and buffalo, Indians 
and empty trails. In the the year 
1925—with the “Continental Limited” 
speeding across Saskatchewan; with 
thriving cities, towns and villages; 
with 65,000 automobiles on thousands 
of miles of roads; with 744 millions of 
acres of wheat blended into a single 
marketing unit, with the world as the 
buyer; with the immense open spaces 
of the province shrunk by the magic 
of 98,000 telephones, and squared like 


{a mammoth crossword puzzle on the 


fence posts of a hundred thousand 
farms! This is a contrasting picture 
that cannot fail to stir the imagination 
of those who have eyes to see, 

During the past decade, the farmers 
of Saskatchewan have grown a thous- 
and millfon bushels of wheat. De- 
ducing the bread requirements of the 
province siuce 1914, at the accredited 
rate of 8 bushels per capita per year, 
there, remains 930,000,000 bushels of 
Wheat which this young province has 
delivered, since 1914, to the hungry 
cities of thea world! What of tomor- 
row?

Some local publicity has been giv- 
en to the: fact that all of the stone, 
including cut, face and other stone, 
used in the construction of a large 
apartment Avuse in Montreal, to tho 
extent of about two hundred and 
twenty carivads, has been shipped 
from Manitoba to the metropolis, this 
being, as far as is known, the first 
time that a Manitoba building stone 
has been used in Montreal, Hitherto 
the greater part of the building stones 
used in the construction of large build- 
ings in this section of the Dominion 
has been imaported from the United 
States The Manitoba stone is, how- 
ever, at the present time, being ship- 
ped as far east as Quebec City, where 
it is being used for a church interior, 
and these developments would seem 
to augur for the domestic products a 
greater utilization in the future as 
their relatively high quality comes to 
be more generally known 
The quarries from which this stone 
is being shipped are siluated about 
thirty miles northeast of Winnipeg 
ear the stations of Garson and Tyn= 
dall on the“Lac du Bonnet branch of 
the C.P.R., oeing connected with this 
line by spurs. At the chief centre, 
near Garson, three large quarries are 
in operation and a number of smaller 
quarries Or undeveloped prospects oc- 
cur in the immediate neighborhood. 
This is the most important source of 
building stone in the western prov- 
inces. To the trade the stone 4s 
known as Garson or Tyndall stone, and 
at more distant points it is sometimes 
termed Winnipeg stone. It is a soft 
limestone with a characteristic mot; 
tling in darker colors. Two types 
are recognised—a buff variety and a 
blue variety.. Both can be quarried 
in large blocks and gre capable of be- 
ing dressed and carved with ease. 

Previously this stone was extensive- 

ly used in the construction of the more 
important buildings in Western Can- 
ada and even 
Some of the more important erections 
in which it has been utilized are the 
Parliament Buildings at Winnipeg and 
tegina, the Law Courts at Winnipeg, 
and other buildings in the Manitoba 
capital city as well as Fort Willism, 
Sault Ste, Marie, and Toronto, Ontar.o. 
For the first time it is being used in 
Quebee in preference to imported 
stone, continuing its widening of the 
scope of its utilization. 
’ There is still a good deal of room 
for extending the use of Canadian 
construction. The Tyndall limestone 
is declared by authorities to be quite 
as good as stone which at the present 
is being imported in large quantities 
from Ohio and other parts of the Unit- 
ed States. Imports of the more im-

Just now we are hearing a great deal 
about our forest resources, their con- 
servation and their destruction. The 
Federal and Provincial Governments, 
organized clubs, pulp and paper asso- 
cluduns, schools, churches, radio sta- 
(ona and theatres are co-operating in 
eiuphasizing the necessity of prevent- 
Ing forest fires and conserving our 
Canadian forest resources, says the 
natural resources intelligence service 
of the department of the ipterior. 


~The potential value of the forests as 

a very great asset is belng emphatical- 
ly stressed, but the value of the for- 
ests as a source of employment affects 
us dll vitally at such a timo as the 
present when the employment problem 
{s acute. “Then how many of our in- 
dustries, dir2ctly or indirectly, rely-on 
the forests for their necessary equip- 
ment and supplies, In connection 
with Sports, such as hunting and fish- 
ing, the value of the forest is of first 
importance, for if the forests were 
destroyed, these sports would rapid- 
ly become non-existent. 
of the forests, lakes and mountains, 
the abundance of game and- fish, at- 
tract many visitors and provides 
health and pleasure, also a large an- 
nual revenue to Canadians. 

Forests grow, mature, deteriortte| 
and decay, Once a tree has attain- 
ed maturity nothing is to be gained 
by postponing its cutting.
